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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is in response to the amendment filed December 22, 2004. 

Status of Claims 

2. Claims 1-4 are pending. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

3. The information disclosure statement filed December 22, 2004 has been 
considered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Gardner 
(U.S. 5,885,874) in view of Mizutani (U.S. 4,661 ,833). 

Gardner teaches a device comprising a semiconductor substrate, a first and 
second doped regions formed in a well region, an oxide layer formed over a channel 
region, a doped polysilicon layer formed over the oxide layer, and a metal silicide layer 
formed over the doped polysilicon layer (Fig. 1 J-1K, 2G-2I, col. 4, lines 1-60, col. 5, 
lines 40-50). Gardner shows heating the doped polysilicon layer to cause carrier 
activation and penetration of the dopant atoms from the doped polysilicon layer through 
the oxide layer into the channel region (col. 6, lines 19-60, col. 9, lines 10-67, col. 10, 
lines 15-120). 
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Gardner does not specifically describe the process as programming a memory 
cell as claimed. However, Gardner teaches that the process can be applied to a 
memory (col. 10, lines 30-40). In addition, Mizutani is cited as evidence to show that a 
person of ordinary skill in the art would consider the process disclosed by Gardner as 
part of the programming process on a memory cell (Abstract, col. 3, lines 15-18, col. 4, 
lines 30-65, col. 5, lines 14-65). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to person of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time of the invention to incorporate the process disclosed by Gardner as part of the 
programming process on the memory cell as taught by Mizutani because Gardner 
suggested that numerous variations can be provided and both references show different 
threshold voltages (Gardner, col. 10, lines 5-6, 25-40; Mizutani, col. 5, lines 58-62). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 2-4 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed December 22, 2004 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. Claim 1 stands rejected. 

Applicant's arguments filed December 22, 2004, with respect to claims 2-4 have 
been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claim 2 has been withdrawn. 
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In response to applicant's argument that Gardner makes no apparent suggestion 
of doing the drive in and activate implanted dopants for programming a memory cell, a 
recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural 
difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably 
distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of 
performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. In a claim drawn to a process of 
making, the intended use must result in a manipulative difference as compared to the 
prior art. See In re Casey, 370 F.2d 576, 152 USPQ 235 (CCPA 1967) and In re Otto, 
312 F.2d 937, 939, 136 USPQ 458, 459 (CCPA 1963). In this particular case, there is 
not evidence of any non-obvious manipulative difference between Gardner and the 
process recited on claim 1. Therefore, the rejection is maintained. 

In response to applicant's argument that the asserted combination would change 
the principle of operation of Mizutani, the test for obviousness is not whether the 
features of a secondary reference may be bodily incorporated into the structure of the 
primary reference; nor is it that the claimed invention must be expressly suggested in 
any one or all of the references. Rather, the test is what the combined teachings of the 
references would have suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Keller, 
642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981). 

Furthermore, during patent examination, the pending claims must be "given 
*>their< broadest reasonable interpretation consistent with the specification." > In re 
Hyatt, 211 F.3d 1367, 1372, 54 USPQ2d 1664, 1667 (Fed. Cir. 2000). While the claims 
of issued patents are interpreted in light of the specification, prosecution history, prior 
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art and other claims, this is not the mode of claim interpretation to be applied during 
examination. During examination, the claims must be interpreted as broadly as their 
terms reasonably allow. > In re American Academy of Science Tech Center, F.3d, 2004 
WL 1067528 (Fed. Cir. May 13, 2004)(The USPTO uses a different standard for 
construing claims than that used by district courts; during examination the USPTO must 
give claims their broadest reasonable interpretation.) < This means that the words of the 
claim must be given their plain meaning unless applicant has provided a clear definition 
in the specification. In re Zletz, 893 F.2d 319, 321, 13 USPQ2d 1320, 1322 (Fed. Cir. 
1989) >; Chef America, Inc. v. Lamb-Weston, Inc., 358 F.3d 1371, 1372, 69 USPQ2d 
1857 (Fed. Cir. 2004). 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Hong (U.S. 5,960285) (of record) is cited as evidence to show 
that a person of ordinary skill in the art would consider the process disclosed by 
Gardner capable of being used for programming a memory cell.
